Figuring on the cost of raw 
material to make glass with in com¬ 
parison with the East, I found bottles 
selling for less on the coast than in 
our home market, which indicates the 
coast as a dumping place for Eastern 
surplus. After producing figures to the 
Chamber of Commerce and head of the 
Santa Fe railroad, they informed me 
they had wondered why they could not 
have a glass factory on the coast, and 
that many glass men had been there 
to investigate, hut left as they came. 
They said that 1 was the first man who 
ever produced figures to explain why 
glass could not be made there, and 
they were satisfied, and so was I. 
When you pay more for raw material 
than in the East, and glass sells for 
less, there is no business that can 
prosper. Five large agencies located 
in Los Angeles supply the wants of the 
southern coast. F. \V. Brattm & Co., 
jobbers in drugs and glass bottles, 
401-407 North Main street, Los An¬ 
geles. carry alone half a million bottles 
in stock. This is hut one company out ■ 
of five in Los Angeles. San Francisco 
is full of similar ones. Towns being 
greatly scattered along the coast. Pa¬ 
cific railroad rates will eat a man up, 
to say nothing of raw material and 
cheap glass."

Washington. — The monthly state¬ 
ment of the public debt, just issued, 
shows that on August 1st the public 
debt, less cash in the Treasury, was 
81,012,870,717, which is a decrease for 
the month of 834,789,711. 

This decrease is accounted for by a 
corresponding increase in the cash on 
hand due to the receipts from the 
war loan. The debt is recapitulated 
as follows: Interest-hearing debt, 

8922,212,800: debt on which interest 
has ceased since maturity, 81,259,030: 
debt hearing no interest, 8383,885,971; 
a total of 81,307,357,801. This 
amount, however, does not include 
8558,046,933 in certificates and Treas¬ 
ury notes outstanding, which are offset 
by an equivalent amount of cash in 
the Treasury.

New York.—The Washington corre¬ 
spondent of the Herald telegraphs:

Stockton.—A rich strike of gold on 
the Dease river, Alaska, near what is 
known as the Stickeen route, is re¬ 
ported by W. ,C. Fidge, n civil engi¬ 
neer, who returned from there. Last 
February he and J. M. Phillip, George 
Lonigan, J. J. Williams and J. M. 
Burnett left Stockton in,search of some 
rich gold field, the location of which 
had been given them by a man who 
came here to interest capital in devel¬ 
oping them. Ho claimed to have been 
shown them by Indians, who took out 
fabulous amounts of pure metal and 
brought it to the trading posts. This 
man succeeded in getting into the good 
graces of the natives to such an extent 
that they took him to the gold fields, 
hut he did not have the means to work 
tiie claims. 

While in Stockton he took sick and 
just before dying gave Mr. Pidge all 
the information in his possession. A 
party was organized and after about 
six months of hardships, during 
which one of the party returned, a 
sandbar on the Dease river was located. 
It was about 1100 feet long and is full 
of gold. With hand rockers the men 
took out 85 and #6 a day, but their 
provisions soon run so short that they 
had to return to Fort Wrangel, where 
they are outfitting again. Mr. Pidge 
will return to the claims in a few 
days with better facilities for mining 
the yellow metal and expects to take 
out a fortune.

PROCEEDINGS NOT LEGAL. 

Work of the Court'Mart ini 11«1<I on the 
Steamer China lleclarod Void. 

Washington.—The Secretary of War, 
on the recommendation of Judge Ad¬ 
vocate-General Leiber, lias declared 
illegal and set aside the proceedings of 
a general court-martial convened by 
Brigadier-General Greene on the 
steamer China at. sea June 18, 1898. 
General Greene was then in command 
of the second detachment of the Phil¬ 
ippine ex|»edition. The men on trial 
were Privates II. J. Lambert, Com¬ 
pany A, First Colorado Infantry; II. 
B. Briggs, Company C, First Colorado 
Infantry; L. O. Judge, Company G, 
Eighteenth Infantry; William (4. 
Shakespeare Company F, First Colo¬ 
rado Infantry; Hubert Dick, Company 
M, First Colorado. 

A general order holds that where a 
post or district command is composed 
of mixed troops, equivalent to a bri¬ 
gade, tiie commanding officer of the 
department or army will designate it 
as a "separate brigade,” without 
which authority commanders of posts 
and districts having no brigade organi¬ 
zation cannot convene general court- 
martials. The Judge Advocate-Gen¬ 
eral holds that General Greene's 
detachment had not been so designated, 
but was made up of parts of brigades 
of the “independent division." The 
sentences are, therefore, set aside. 

The War’s Death Mat. 

Chicago.—The Tribune prints statis¬ 
tics showing the number of soldiers 
who have been killed in battle and 
have died of disease iu camps during 
the war with Spain. The Tribune says: 

While 350 officers and men have 
been killed in battle or have died of 
wounds received, there have died of 
disease in camps between 1200 and 
2000 volunteers and regulars. 

The Tribune gives the following 
statistics of dead in each camp, giving 
in every instance a full list of names 
and the nature of the disease. The 
record by camps is as follows: Camp 
Thomas, 352; Santiago, 341; San 
Francisco, 78; Camp Alger, 75; Camp 
Wikoff, 63; Jacksonville, 50; Tampa, 
58; Miami, 76; Fernandina, Lake¬ 
land, Camp Meade and other minor 
camps, in private hospitals, at home, 
etc., 115; state camps, 36; transports 
and hospital ships, 90; total, 1284.

So far 
as the conclusions of these foreign ob¬ 
servers have been made public there 
is no difference of opinion amoug them 
or in the reports they have mude to 
their respective Governments. These 
conclusions are gratifying to our ua 
tlonul pride and will have much great 
er Influence abroad than any claims we 
might make or titan reports by our own 
officers.

Deny if ns we may, it is a fact iliat 
1 ho sentiment of hero worship is not a 
more deeply fixed characteristic of any 
people on the globe than the American. 
While we make less of our army and 
navy than almost nuy other nation, and 
while we offer no provisions for re¬ 
warding successful officers other than 
giving them the promotions which they 
Justly earn, it is n fact that the people 
of the country are always willing to 
show their appreciation of the heroic 
and to reward It iu so far its they are ' 
able by political preferment. We have 
had five wars In this country, and tin- 
people have In each Instance taken the 1 
popular hero who won success and 
made him President. In each case, 
with two exceptions, they have shown 1 
their gratitude or admiration by giving 
such heroes a double term In the execu- i 
tlve office. After the winning of our 
Independence no one except Gen. 
Washington could have la-eu elected to 
the presidency with such unanimity of 
public sentiment, and he would have i 
been chosen for the third term had he ! 
been willing to accept It. Then came 
the war of 1812. In which Jackson was ' 
Mn* one who by Ills battle at New Or¬ 
leans won the popular favor. He was 
defeated by the House of Representa¬ 
tives In 1824, but lie succeeded iu 1828 
and 1832. The various Indian wars 
that covered the period from 1813 to 
1H37 caused Gen. Harrison lo he wide¬ 
ly known and popular at the West ami 
made him the presidential nominee In 
1810. His death in the first year of his 
administration, of course, prevented a 
reuomluuMon for a second term. The i 
Mexican war made Gen. Taylor the ua 
liontil hero for the time, and caused his 
nomination for the presidency lit 1848. 
He died before his term of office was 
completed. The civil war made many 
commanders dear lo the people, tint 
Gen. Grant was the most sincerely Is>- 1 
loved and nothing could have prevent¬ 
ed his nomination and election in IStiH j 
and again In 1872. Otlu-r military men. ■ 
like Pierce, Hayes and Garfield, have ] 
het-u chosen to the presidency, but it 
was so long after their services iiad 
been rendered that they were chosen 
rather because of their political ablll- | 
ties than their military records, cred¬ 
itable as they may have been. It is 
worthy of note that none of the men i 
who by his sword won the gratitude of 
the people was a "political general” or 
had been placed I 11 position as a reward 
for party service. In fact, with some , 
of them It was a serious question to 
which party they belonged, if to nuy. i 
As a rule, political generals have not 
won much renown as military men, and 
they have usually returned to civil life I 
before the lighting was done. The man 
in war who does Ills duty faithfully and 
succeeds will he more than likely to 
occupy the presidential mansion if he 
lives.

Oxford Down Sheep. 

This is a cross-bred sheep, the prog 
euy of Hampshire ewes and Cotswold 
rams. It is the largest of the so-called 
"Down" breeds, the produce of the 
Southdowu rams with various Inferior 
but generally heavier races of ewes. 
These were as a rule coatse, and un¬ 
thrifty lu comparison with the highly 
cultivated sire. The face is not so 
dark as the Hampshire, anil some times 
merely spotted or smutted, nor Is the 
Itody so broad or heavy ns that of tills 
larger animal. It Is one* of the best of 
mutton sheep, and the lambs are excel¬ 
lent and thrifty feeders. In some tests 
made at the Experiment Stations, this 
breed made the second highest score 
for dressed weight of carcass, making 
over (>0 per cent., the Leicester alone 
surpassing It, and making sixty-two 
and three-quarters per cent. It Is an 
excellent breed for crossing oil com¬ 
mon range flocks, and is hardy ns well 
at thrifty. It has the advantage, too, of 
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Tint OXKOR11 DOWN SHEEP. 

making one of the best kinds of rams 
for crossing on farm flocks or for fa rul¬ 
ers’ use 111 its pure bred form. It is 
remarkable for the depth of Its fore 
quarter, ns shown lu the illustration, 
which is a portrait of a first prize ram. 
Its fleece Is of the worsted class, and 
used for 11 large variety of fabrics 
noted for their excellent wearing quali¬ 
ties. The fleece averages seven pounds. 

Graftliia Recalls, 

It is a mistake idea Mint pecans will 
not grow and thrive on high land. It 
is of the same class and nature as the 
hickory, and will thrive on any soil that 
the hickory will grow on. The pecan 
may he successfully grafted on the 
hickory by sawing tin* hickory stock 
one‘to six or more inches in diameter, 
after the sap lias started, so as to allow 
the hark to lu* readily separated from 
the wood. Cut grafts while dormant, 
and keep dormant until ready for use. 
Shape the graft about one and one-half 
Inches In all on one side, and take jff 
the hark on opposite sith* just so as to 
touch the wood, and insert iu the stock 
b\ pressing it with the shaped shle 
against tin* wood and between the 
wood amt hark. Have the grafts about 
six or eight inches long, and mound up 
to top of graft with tine earth well 
packed on. Exchange. 

Yulu- of Horse Manure. 

Different valuations are given horse 
manure, as it is made from many dif¬ 
ferent substances. It Is estimated that 
a tou of manure contains about ten 
pounds of nitrogen, ten pounds of pot¬ 
ash and four pounds of phosphoric acid, 
the value of which is about $2. It will 
be Interesting for farmers who buy 
manure to consider whether it will pay 
to haul manure a loug distance unless 
It Is of the most valuable kind. Manure 
from livery stables, which is composed 
mostly of straw, is not worth as much 
as that which is free from litter, hence 
wheu the farmer gives Uls labor aud 
Chat of Uls team to haul a tot* of wa¬ 


il ittet Huy. 

The objection to millet hay for horses 
is due to the fact that It is seldom cut 
at the right time and properly cured. 
There are only two or three days in the 
growth of millet during which it Is Just 
at the right stage to cut for tlic best 
bay. It should be cut the very day that 
the first beads arc noticed to commence 
to turn yellowish from ripening. This 
is when about half the heads are full 
grown, but before any of the seed has 
matured. It should then lie In the 
swath until fully cured, but no longer. 
When dry it should be raked Into long 
windrows with a horserake by going 
: hack and forth at right angles to the 
swaths, aud at once put on the wagon 
with a hay-loader and staked or put in 
the barn as rapidly as possible.

Watch for Borers.

Careful ex¬ 
amination should be made for the borer 
at least every two weeks, and If the 
trees show indications of being attack¬ 
ed cut the borers out. If such work Is 
delayed the borers will go Into the treea 
deeper and their destruction become 
more difficult.

in naval warfare it is the same as in 
land warfare. The whole history of the 
Sri l.as been divided into tactical periods 
ushered in more or less directly by some 
great tactical discovery. Much discoveries 
have consisted not only of new arrange¬ 
ments and maneuvers, but of Improved 
weapons as well improved defensive ar¬ 
mor or improved motive power. When the 
Tyrrhenian Pessaesus added a sharp beak 
to the prow of the ancient galley he intro¬ 
duced a feature of greater tactical import 
than the oft-quoted invention of iron ram¬ 
rods of the Dessattre or of the needle-gun 
by Mr. Prcy.se. As the Pyrrie phalanx 
succumbed to the more «pen array the 
lighter weapons of the Homan legion and 
the Swiss heressoti to the short n words of 
Closed fighting of Gousaloo's infantry, so 
the old line of battle was pierced and 
broken by the new tactics, which Paul 
Haste. the Jesuit, the clerk of Eldiu and 
Rodney and Nelson put Into practice. 

In the battle of Artemcsium, about 500 
B < .. an engagement which was of more 
political than military importance, which 
tile Theban poet celebrated as the "place 
where the sons of Athens laid the shining 
groundwork of freedom,'’ the Greeks 
•dot tied a very remarkable order of battle. 
Then fleet was inferior to that of the Per¬ 
sians, which was large enough to literally 
turround them. The Greeks, appreoiat 
Itig the fatality of adopting the old forma¬ 
tion formed their fleet in a circle, with 
their prows facing the surrounding en¬ 
emy and then darted forth to break the 

! )btpmade wall. As a result the Persians 
ost thirty vessels. The Greeks were uom- 
palijr defeated, although the net result 
was tu their favor. This was perhaps the 
prut great naval battle of which we have 
any knowledge, although the battle of Sa¬ 
lamis is usually credited as the first great 
recorded sea fight. 

Hamming as a method of aggressive 
paval warfare is almost as old as naval 
pietqry. and has not yet been abandoned, 
although the improvements in shipbuild¬ 
ing have rendered it less effective. The 
Invention of gunpowder found a slow re- 
iponse in the methods of naval warfare, 

t alleys forming a considerable part of the 
• vy until the eighteenth century. In the 
feign of Edward III., when the English 
fought the French at Si ttys, the former 
•tood off on the starboard tack and ma¬ 
neuvered so as to turn on the pursuing 
French and, aided by the sun at their 
ba&s, lashed their vessels to the French 
Met and crippled their antagonists with 


lances, swords and every sort of weapon 
they could lay their hands on. 

Same Mode of Attack. 

In the tight between Pembroke and the 
Spaniard Huy Dia/. De lioxas, near Ho- 
eltelle, although cannon were used almost 
for the first time on sea. the same mode of 
attack prevailed. Pembroke was made 
prisoner after four of the enemy’s vessels 
had tieen lashed to his vessels. In fact, 
all the records of ancient naval warfare 
seem to indicate that sea fighting was lit¬ 
tle more than land fighting. The cantend- 
iug fleets would be lashed together and the 
men would fight hand to hand until one of 
the principals surrendered. The Spanish 
armada, with its 130 vessels, was little 
more titan a series of Homeric duels. The 
ships were clumsy and unwieldy, commu¬ 
nication was effected by means of stuail 
(mats aud most of the destruction wag 
wrought by fireships. Guns cut little 
figure, aud most of the Spanish vessels, it 
appears, were destroyed by violent storms, 
in open sea. Even as late us 1002, when 
Admiral Kussell of England engaged the 
French in u series of sea fights known as 
the battle of Ha Hague, he positively for¬ 
bade his men to tire on the French until 
his opponent, Tottrville, had taken his dis¬ 
tance in battle array. One English ad¬ 
miral in a battle with the French forbade 
bis men firing until the enemy had fired 
the first shot, an incident which furnishes 
a precedent for President McKinley's re¬ 
ported order to Captuiu Sampson. 

It was not until forty years ago that the 
ironclad cut any figure in naval warfare. 
At the great battle of Trafalgar in 1805, 
in which Nelson was killed, only a hutid- 
fu! of powder was used in a discharge, 
and the guns were ail twelve and six 
pounders. It is a remarkable fact that 
England herself, the leader or the world 
as a sea fighter, weighed down by a can¬ 
kerous stretch of peace, lias not fired a 
shot, metaphorically speaking, in four de¬ 
cades. The bombardment of Alexandria 
in 1KS2 was not an exception, as England 
was then simply firing at a target, having 
no opposition whatever. Neither were the 
efforts of the Chilians aud Peruvians in 
their late belligerency of any avail in af¬ 
fording a clew to the great problem of the 
ironclads. The attempts made by the 
vessels of China and Japan four years 
ago were anxiously awaited by the rest 
of the world, and, although they were on 
a more extended scale than any previously 
made, they still fuiled to furnish an exhi¬ 
bition of the real merits or demerits of 
the iron monsters. Japan’s smaller ships 
got the better of China’s heavier craft 
with the same ease with which American 
soldiers prevailed over Pekin’s raw land 
leviea. 

Originated in America. 

It was America, however, that Intro¬ 
duced the ironclad to the world, and the 
duels between the Monitor and the Merri- 
tnac were pathfimlers in the new and un¬ 
certain warfare which defies wooden 
beaks and ships of fire. As a result of 
the Spanish war, the whole world has 
been thrown on the defensive. Almost 
immediately after the United States vot¬ 
ed a naval appropriation of $50,000,000 
Russia set aside the same amount for the 
construction of men-of-war and England 
ordered built eighteen battleships to her 
annual budget of thirty-two cruisers, for¬ 
ty-one torpedo boat destroyers and eleven 
other war vessels. Next to the English 
come the French, with a total of 600 ves¬ 
sels of war, and the United States has 
quickly come to the front as a naval pow¬ 
er. Her vessels are not as heavy as those 
of her cousins, but they excel in speed 
and American seamen hare always rank¬ 
ed with the best in the world. 

To recount the most famous naval bat¬ 
tles is history Is like recounting the most | 


famous poets, military leaders and states¬ 
men. It is all a matter of judgment, and 
no two lists would be alike. The follow¬ 
ing, however, are ntnoug the leaders:

Mudelra United Slates, forty-four guns, 
captures the Macedonian, forty guns Oct 
25. 1812. 

Bruzll— Constitution raptures the Java. 
Dec. 20, 1812. 

Hake Erie—Perry, with fifty four guns, de 
feats English fleet with sixty three guns. 
Sept. 10. 1813. 

Lake Champaln- McDonough, with elghty 
slx guns, defeats English fleet with ninety- 
six gi'ug. Sept. 11, 1814. 

Manila—Commodore Dewey, with six ves 
sels, defeats the Spanish under Admiral 
Mor.tejo with eighteen vessels, sinking elev 
en of the Spaniards and withdrawing uu 
scathed, May 1, 1808. 

Santiago—Commodore Schley, with six 
vessels, totally destroyed the entire Spanish 
fleet tinder Cervera. But one American was 
killed, while tlie Spanish lost 600 killed and 
1,100 takeu prisoners. 

Passing by the battle of .Salamis, which 
was in reulity nothing more than a land 
battle on galleys, the success of the victor 
depending largely upon favorable winds 
and formidable crews, the next moat im¬ 
portant naval battle of the world was that 
fought In the bay of Lepanto in 1671 be¬ 
tween the pajml, Venetian aud Spanish 
fleets and that of Selim, Sultan of Con¬ 
stantinople. The Christian fleet consist¬ 
ed of 250 ships and more than 50,000 men 
under the command of Don John of Aus¬ 
tria. The Turkish fleet, which was under 
command of Pasha Ali, was much larger, 
hut the Christians had the ndvantago in 
equipment, making use of helmets, coats 
of mail and firearms, while many of the 
Turks had no better defensive garb than 
leather shields and no more formidable 
weapons than arrows. 

Three times the Spaniards boarded the 
Turk and fell back. A fourth time, with 
a re-enforcement of 200 men, they rushed 
to the assault and carried everything be¬ 
fore them. An indiscriminate slaughter 
followed. The crescent was quickly re¬ 
placed by the cross and the bloody head of 
All planted on a pole was raised on the 
masthead of Don John’s flagship. Tbe 


Christians cried “Victoria, victoria,” and 
rushed upon the enemy, hut did not wiu 
tlie buttle until tbe Christian galley slaves 
revolted, broke their chains and turned on 
their masters. Only thirty of the Turkish j 
galleys escaped to Constantinople, 180 
were captured aud the rest destroyed.! 
More than 10 , 61 ) 1 ) Turks were taken und 
25,000 slain, ami the Christians lost 10,- 
OOO men. 

The most brilliant naval victory of the' 
American revolution was won by John 
Paul Jones, when he captured with the 
old hulk. Hon Homme Richard, the Brit¬ 
ish frigate Scrapls and a smaller vessel, 
tin* Countess of Scarborough, convoying 
a fleet of merchantmen. The enemy ap¬ 
proached within pistol-shot distance and 
Jones’ sharpshooters kept the English-j 
man’s decks clear. At the outset Jones' 
suffered considerably from the bursting 
of three of his guns, but he quickly rallied 
und lushed his sinking vessel to the Brit¬ 
isher, which soon surrendered. The loss of 
the Richard was thirty killed and wound- 
| cd. and that on the Serapis was nearly as 
' great. The Richard was left lo her fate 
and next day sank with her wounded on 
board. 

The battle of Trafalgar, Nelson's last 
light, took place off Cadiz, between the al¬ 
lied French und Spanish fleets of thirty | 
three sailing vessels and twenty-seven 
English vessels. The Britisli fleet bore 
flown upon the enemy under full sail, led 
hv Nelson with fourteen vessels in the 
Victory anil Admiral Collingwood on the 
right with thirteen vessels. Nelson’s ob¬ 
ject was to break the enemy’s fleet into 
sections Inferior to his own and then join 
buttle at close quarters. It was in this 
battle that Nelson raised the pennant, 
"Eugluud expects every man to do his 
fluty." The English were successful, but 
Nelson was shot, aw) England lost her 
greatest admiral. After (lie flying Nelson 
"its told that fifteen of the enemy’s ships 
had been taken, he snid; “That Is well, 
lint I bargained for twenty.” 

The battle of Lake Erie, in which Perry, 
it mere youth, with fifty-four guns and 
<100 men, defeated the British squadron 
with sixty-three guns ami nearly 2,800 
men, was an epoch-maker In American 
history, ns it gave the Americans control 
of the great lakes. Captain Barclay, a 
veteran who fought under Nelson ut Tra¬ 
falgar, column tided the Britisii fleet. Dur¬ 
ing the fight, which lasted three hours, 
I’erry forsook the Lawrence, his flagship, 
and in a little boat which was made the 
target of scores of rifles he was rowed 
over to the Niagara. The Niagara sud¬ 
denly swerved, broke the enemy's line, 
raking the enemy’s ships at pistol dis¬ 
tance. In a few moments all the Ameri¬ 
can vessels were close on their opponents 
and the English pulled down their flags 
in less than half an hour. 

First Ironclad Engagement. 

Tlie first general engagement between 
ironclads took place in 18titi between the 
Italians and Austrians off the island of 
I.issa. In this engagement tlie Austrian 
admiral in the flugship Ferdinand Max 
sunk the Italian flagship, but as the Itul- 
Inn sank half a battalion of marines fired 
on the Austrian and killed eighty of her 
men. The fight between the Kearsurge 
and the Alabamu, in which the latter was 
Mink after a short contest, is familiar to I 
readers of American history, but inas- : 
much as both were unprotected by armor ' 
the event can scarcely be accounted as a i 
world-noted engagement. The sinking of ; 
the Albemarle off the coast of North Car¬ 
olina is also a landmark in American his- I 
tory, but it was to the daring of one man, ; 
Lieut. Cushing, who placed a torpedo un- ! 
tier the Confederate ram, that the victory 
was placed on the Union scroll. 

The history of Europe and South Amer¬ 
ica, particularly of Chili aud Peru, 
abounds in instances of daring at sea, the 
destruction of ships and loss of men, but 
it was not until Commodore Dewey open¬ 
ed fire on tbe Spanish fleet in Manila bay 
that the full strong voice of the modern 
man-of-war was heard. 

As for the strength of the various na¬ 
tions of the world, figures indicate little. 
Suffice it to say that England and France 
are strong leaders, with Russia, Germany, 
Italy and the United States all within 
bailing distance.

The hog 
bristles used in making line brushes 
are usually not less than three incites 
long, but tli(> black Tieti-Tslu bristles 
of North Clilnu are often more limn 
twice that length, and are famous the 
world over. The animals from which 
the black bristles are taken closely re¬ 
semble the wild boor of Europe.

Many of tlie world’s most successful 
and useful men, us well as some ol’ the 
most noted scholars, got their schooling 
lute In life. Benjamin Franklin was 
over 50 years old when he begun the 
study of science and philosophy, hut 
tie liecame one of the world’s great 
philosophers. Sir Richard Arkwright, 
Inventor of the spinning machine, was 
50 years old when he begun to learn 
English grammar and to Improve ills 
writing and spelling. 

Home Duties of Indian Children, 

There are home duties ns well as 
pleasures for tlie children. Boys are 
required to look after the ponies, to 
lend a hand in planting, lo help In the 
harvest, and they are often made to do 
active duty as scare crows in the uew- 
ly-plnnted field, where, like little Bo- 
peep they fall fast asleep. The girls 
help lo gather wood, bring water, and 
look after the younger ones. As they 
grow older they are taught to cut, sew 
and make garments. In former days

A Utiu liter on Crowua. 

Front the earliest times the crown 
has been un emblem of high honor and 
authority. Originally, It was simply 
a fillet of leaves, and was used by the 
ancients in the observance of religious 
rltea mid festivities. 

Tbe ancient “royal diadem” was a 
head-band or fillet, worn by kings as a 
mark of regality. It was made of silk, 
of thread, or of wool, and was wound 
around the temples and the forehead, 
aud tied behind, the ends falling ou the 
neck. 

In ancient Rome the crown was usu¬ 
ally made of laurel leaves, aud was glv 
en as a reward for courageous deeds. 
Among the Greeks, it was a symbol of 
office and a token of victory. It was 
bestowed upon victors In the Grecian 
games, and also upon citizens that had 
rendered tlie country important service. 
The “corona obsldlonalis” was the 
crown most highly prized; it was lie- 
slowed by a besieged army, or town, 
upon the general that came to their 
rescue. 

The civic crown, made of oak leaves 
and acorns, was given to any soldier 
that saved the life of a citizen. It en¬ 
titled the soldier to a seat next to the 
Senators on all public occasions, and 
he. his father, and his grandfather 


were exem^ed from all public btipfl 
1 dens. 

The "corona mtiraiis” was a circlet 
of gold surrounded by turrets, t::d wm 
given as a rewajal to the Ur-c. one cntcfv- 
•ng a beleaguered city. Tlie "corona 
triumphalls” was the reward given t» 
a triumphant general. 

At first the Papal crown wan a plain, 
pointed cap. Pope Hormisd.ts added 
the first crown. Boniface VIII. the see- 
I end. and John XXII. the third, thug 
making it ;i triple crown. 

A roronui is a snnill crown worn hy 
members of the nobility. The coronet 
ol a iluke is adorned with eight straw¬ 
berry leaves; that ol* a marquis witH 
| four strawberry leaves alternating with 
four pearls; that of an earl with eight 
strawberry leaves alternating with 
eiglii pearls raised on points; that of a 
viscount with sixteen pearls, and that 
of a baron with six pearls. 

Tlie crown of England is supposed to 
l»e the finest piece of regalia in tho 
world. Its value Is variously ostium- 
iisl, but It is commonly believed to b# 
worth at least $1,500,000. 

t)ue of the finest collections of erowtl- 
jewels in the world is owned by tho 
Sultan of Turkey. From time out of 
memory the Sultans have made a point 
id collecting Jewels mid selling none, 
lints the collection has become very 
great. 

It Is a question whether Russia or 
Persia lias the greatest mid most valua¬ 
ble collect ion of crown diamonds In the 
world, but the honor is supposed to tie- 
long to one of the two. Philadelphia 
Times.
